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DETAILED ACTION 
Oaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The recitation of "set coil" in claim 2, line 1 is believed to read "said coil." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 6-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Graber et 

al. Regarding claims 6-7, the stainless steel coil 30 is in snug engagement with the housing 12 

(column 3, lines 13-24), which is read as "secured." Regarding claims 9 and 12, a motor and 

generator are the same electromechanical device; wherein the input is either electrical or 

mechanical energy producing the respective mechanical or electrical output. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill 
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in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 



invention was made. 



Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Graber et al. 
Graber et al discloses all the claimed limitations except the coil disposed within the 
housing. 

The location of the cooling coil within the housing is considered to be an obvious variant 
of locating the cooling coil on the outside of the housing. An outside location lends itself to 
retrofit application, whereas inside locations provide intimate heat conduction. 

Regarding claim 5, while the recitation of "brazed" is considered to be a method 
limitation in an apparatus claim, which bears no patentable weight in this instance, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to bond the cooling coil onto the housing to 
provide a strong, permanent joint for maintaining thermal contact.
